The lemon houses do not 
use borax in washing fruit, he re- 
ported, and in the case of the or- 
ange packing houses which do use 
it, the houses agreed to let this 
water out slowly so that its chem- 
ical content would not affect op- 
eration of the sewage plant. 
Checking on the amount of water 
used in fruit washing, Mr. Man- 
ley found that the quantity is not 
great enough to justify the ex- 
pense of installing some other dis- 
posal system, 

A request from San Antonio 
Water company that the city 
council take action to establish 
parking limits on the west side of 
Euclid avenue in front of the com- 
pany offices was considered.

Organization of the state mil- 
itia, according to a statement re- 
leased by Major-General Walter C.

5.° To keep the citizens of this 
county off the relief rolls by con- 
tinuing to support and assist the 
tremendous industrial expansion of 
permanent projects which will give 
employment to our people, now, and 
after the war. The industrial de- 
velopment in this county under way 
for 18 months has stabilized the 
merchants of the county at a time 
when, but for this program, our cit- 
izens would be emigrating as they 
are doing in other areas where there 
is no employment beeause of lack of 
industry. Our merchants would be 
facing the problems not only of 
priorities but of lack of customers 
with funds to spend for merchan- 
dise in excess of a subsistence fam- 
ily budget. 

6. To give special consideration 
to the development of the mineral 
resources of the Mojave and Col- 
orado River districts and environs. 
These districts are destined to be- 
come the chemical laboratories of 
‘the United States. 4 


7. To take advantage of our 
proximity to the metropolitan areas 
and our elimatie conditions which 
are ideal to develop aviation as one 
of the county’s most important in- 
dustries. The future possibilities of 
this program are unlimited. 

8. To continue our Flood Con- 
trol program, which has proved to 
be of tremendous value to our water- 
sheds and to the property owners 
and taxpayers of the Flood Control 
District. Approximately three-quar- 
ters of a million of local taxpayers 
funds has been spent to date on 
water conservation and flood con- 
trol. This sum of money has been 
wisely used in matching AV. ee AS 
and State funds bringing an actual 
expenditure for development in ex- 
cess of five million dollars. On the 
basis of the valuation of ten dollars 
per acre foot, which is the value 
used by the Army Engineers to jus- 
tify flood control expenditures eco- 
nomically, the water conserved by 
our flood contro! and conservation 
program being sunk in the under- 
ground basins is valued at more 
than the total cost of Flood Con- 
trol: a sum in excess of five million 
dollars. In addition the prevention 
of erosion and the repair of the 
damage to real property and. im- 
provements after the devasting flood 
which occurred in March, 1938, are 
worth many million dollars; a sum 
greater than the value of water con- 
served. 

9, TAXATION: To continue the 
development of taxable wealth 
within our County. This year the 
assessed valuation has  inereased 
from $146,000,000 to more than
